Washington, September 30.—Use of 


American soldiers for what some 
speakers characterized as ‘police 
duty’’ in foreign countries wus warm- 
ly debated at today’s session of the 
second annual convention of Amer- 
ican War Mothers. Although a ma- 
jority of the 200 delegates in attend- 
ance vigorously protested against 
the retention of American soldiers 
in Siberia and declared their oppo- 
sition in principle to any service for 
American soldiers in foreign coun 
tries except in time of war, the ques- 
tion of whether a resoltition to this 
effect should be adopted was refer- 
red, after considerable debate, to a 
resolutions committee.

3 NEGROES LYNCHED 
WITHIN 12 HOURS 


Montgomery, Ala., September 30,— 
John Temple, the third negro to be 
lynched here within a period of 
twelve hours, was shot to death 
by a small band of white men early 
today in the ward of a hospital. He 
was accused of shooting and fa- 
tally wounding Policeman John Bar- 
baree, who had attempted to arrest 
him on a minor charge. Late yester- 
day Miles Phifer and Robert Cros- 
by, accused of attacking white 
women, were lIyneched a short dis- 
tance outside the city. 

Still another negro, Bert Asbury, 
who accompanied Temple at the 
time of the wounding of the officer, 
was soucht during the greater part 
of the night by posses, but early 
today their quest having proved 
fruitless, they dispersed. 

The negro Temple at first was 
reported as having been killed by 
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Policeman Barbaree, but it de- 
veloped thut the police had spread 
the report in order to protect their 
prisoner from mob violence. When, 
it was learned that he was being. 
treated at the hospital, the 
band gatheréd, overpowered 
policemen on guard, entered 
ward and shot Temple to 
They then dispersed quietly. 

Crosby and Phifer were 
from three deputy sheriffs 
were conveying them to the state 
penitentiary at Wetumpka for safe 
keeping, following preliminary 
hearing here late yesterday.

Alexander's Wars (223 B. C.) 


When Alexander died at Babylon} 
of too much drink, thus bringing to 
a close a twelve-year war, the em- 
pire he had constructed and which 
——-except for the western settlements 
on the shores of the Mediterranean 
—comprised the civilized worl!d, fel! 
to pieces like a house of cards. 


From the Adriatic to the river Indus 
in India all became confusion, dis- 
order and armed strife. 

Order, civilization, progress were 
arrested or destroyed by the fight 


which at once ensued among the 
dead king’s generals over the di- 
vision of the spoils of empire. Busl- 
ness and industry, which had al- 
ready suffered from the long war. 
were entirely upset or swept away 
Various subject provinces revolted. 
In some cases the revolts were put 
down with great severity; some re- 
cently annexed Asiatic provinces on 
the northeast, only half civilized, 
relapsed into independence and bar- 
barism, and the great generals, hav- 
ing carved for themselves kingdonis 
out of the remains of the empire, ar 
once went to war with each other 

Alexander drank himself to déath 
at the age of thirty-two in the veai 
323 B. C., aud it was four centuries 
by gradual conquest, the 
Roman arms brought order once 
more as far east as the banks of 
Fuphrates. It should be said, 
though, that out of the wreck Gen- 


eral Ptolemy had, in the meantime.

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Labor Unrest. 

Discussing the present unrestful 
attitude prevailing in labor circles 
throughout the world, Mr. Maddox 
said it was not surprising in view 
of the fact that tifty million men 
had recently been in arms, seven 
and a half millions of whom had 
fallen, and that the contending coun- 
tries had expended two hugdred bil- 
lions. 

‘During this transitton we can understand | 
how the great laborifge classes, finding their 
condition but little improved, still 
| paying war prices for their necessi- 

ties, forgetting that the channels of 
| trade are still blocked by the wreckage of 
| war, are manifesting a spirit of dissatias- 
| faction and are easily led by false friends 
who point the way to salvation through the 
paths of socialism and anarchy. We have 
witnessed such tendencies spread from Rus- 
sia to Lurope and across the Atlantic to 
America. 

‘But the civilized world has been five 
years in suppressing a spirit which failed 
to consider the rights of others, and it will 
not now tolerate: another attempt to terror- 
ize it in submission to a practice that Is 
wrong in principle. 

“The war just over was settled by the 
arbitrament of the sword, and the struggle 
now on will and must be settled by appeal- 
ing calmly to the intelligence of the people. 
It must be made plain to those who are 
threatening to disregard law that their fu- 
ture prosperity can only Ke secured by its 
observance. It is the duty of those in 
‘authority, everywhere, to assure the people 
that the rights of all will be protected, 
and while labor has won its way to a high- 
er place in the world than it had before the 
war, that place cannot be determined by the 
disregard of law and order. 

‘The issues confronting the American peo- 
ple today seem to be whether the government 
shall be more powerful than the labor 
unions, whether business enterprises will be 
completely dominated by them, or whether 
by giving all employees a larger share in 
the profits and a greater voice in the man- 
agement of business, the labor unions will 
be broken up. The difficulty at present is 
that the labor leaders do not seem disposed 
to accept in lieu of their union control, the 
profit-sharing plan, but insist upon the 
closed shop.’’

Mr. Maddox expressed the hope 
that Washington would soon act 
on the treaty and the league of na- 
tions in order that congress could 
turn to a number of domestic ques- 
| tions pressing for settlement. Chief 
among these, he said, was the prob- 

lem of the railroads. The transpor- 
tation systems were indispensable 
to our industrial life and, he hoped 
_that “out of the many plans sug- 
|gested for their future operation 
(congress may reach a wise con- 
clusion, without pfejudice or polit- 
'ical consideration, and these great 
|properties be further déveloped and 
able to render better service.” 

After declaring the imperative 
need for greater government econ- 
omy and earnest advocacy by the 
bankers of the budget system, Mr. 
Maddox in conclusion paid a high 
tribute to the late Col. Robert J. 
Lowry of Atlanta, and James H. 
Lynch, of San Francisco, who had 
died since the last meeting. He 
said: 

‘During the past year the members of our 
association learned with the deepest regret 
of the death of two of our most beloved 
and distinguished former presidents. Mr. 
James H,. Lynch, who was elected president 
of the association in 1915, died at his home 
in San Francisco, Cal.; and Colonel . Robert 
J. Lowry, who was elected president in 15896, 
| died at his home in Atlanta, Ga. 

“These gentlemen served our association 
| with credit and ability. Thetr genial pres- 

ence will be missed at this convention and
